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A Village Dance is a frequent sight in the Tyrolese 
villages. Sunday is the weekly holiday, when the young 
people of the district often assemble for an open air 
dance. With the aid of an old fiddle, the fun is kept 
going fast and furious from mid-afternoon till about 
10 o’clock, proceedings then, due to the local ale 
houses and other influences, frequently terminating in 
a fracas 1 
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
